the guestof the Rev. James A: O'Conm 
the converted Catholic and founder of 
Christ's Mission, a Protestant institution 
in New York City. 
All the principal citi 
lates and Canada have listened to the 
ex-Priest's fervent words. 

In his statement Father Lambert say 
to the very Rev. Father Bails of Rome: 

1 deem it mv duty to inform you that 
from today, my canonical standing being 
perfectly regular and unquestioned as 
du well kuow. I freely and deliberately 
ithdraw from the Priesthood and com 
union of the Roman Catholic Church. 
The decision I now take is the outcome 
of a long menial struggle and much 
thought, and it is not without torrow 
that I have taken this step, for it it hard 
to sever the relations of twenty one 
years. But I could not forever resist the 
voice of my conscience I had to obey 
it at last, and the logical consequence of 
that obedience is the step I now take. 

Knowing what I know, having seen 
what I saw and heard what I heard in 
tho Boman Catholic Church, 1 cannot 
any longer force my mind into submit 
sion to the Vatican, nor Dan I any longer 
admit the claim of the Homan Catholic 
:h and clergy to rule, not only in re 
ligious questions, but also in purely sci 
entitle, social and e**n political matttri.

PRENDERGAST, 

The Assassin, Granted a Two 
Weeks* Stay of Execution 

Lieut.-Gov. Gill Refused to Interfere In 
Behalf of the Condemned, 



. Testified Thet Frtadtrpil Wm In- 
I sane The Jmlge Granted • Stay. 

Chicaoo, March «a— While one- half 
of Prendergastfs counsel were at 
Springfield, endeavoring to secure the 
intervention of Llet»-Gov. Gill in be- 
half of the condemned roan, their col- 
leagues in Chicago were resorting 
to measures unprecedented in the 
criminal annals of Illinois to stave off 
the execution Friday morning. It is 
provided by the revised statutes that 
a oourt may at any time Impanel a jury 
to hold a hearing to determine the 
aanlty or insanity of a defendant 
any time before execution and after 
sentence. In the event of the con- 
victed man being found insane by the 
Jury, the law provides that execution 
shall be stayed until the person recov- 
ers his reason. 

Under this law, Attorneys Gregory 
and Harlan procured from John Pren- 
dergast, the prisoner's brother, an affi- 
davit based upon 1 conversation with 
the condemned man a few hours before 
and which declared him iusano. After 
a caucus of the judges. Judge Chetlain 
was selected to hear the motion. 

A special court was opened at 4 
o'clock p in. Prendergast came into 
the courtroom with a shuffling step, 
but when his eyes took in the crowded 
courtroom and the judgo on the bench 
his nerve failed him, and he fell into 
his chair in a state of semi-collapse. 
During the rest of the proceedings he 
acted like a sufferer from St Vitus 
dance, hla arms, limbs, and at times his 
face keeping up an almost incessant 
twitching. Ho paid close attention, 
however, to tho proceedings, and at one 
stage asked one of the deputy sheriffs 
for a pencil and some paper. Tho re- 
quest, however, was not complied with. 

A deputy sheriff stood before him, so 
that he might be shielded from his 
mother's sight, and a possible scene 
was thua prevented. Chancellor Mul- 
doon. of the Cathedral of the Holy 
Name, and Father Scanlan came in at 
this stage of the proceedings, and were 
given seats near the prisoner. 

Dr. Bain and a young doctor named 
Tracy were put through a searching 
and technical examination by Assist- 
ant State's Attorneys Kottum and 
Todd, and both were pretty badly 
tangled up before they left the wit- 
ness stand. Both said Prendergast was 
crazy. 

Shortly before midnight, after a 
hearing that had lasted nearly eight 
hours, Judge Cbetlain, in a lengthy 
oration, decided that both under the 
common law and the revised statutes, 
the oourt had inherent power to pro- 
long the date of execution. The evi- 
dence, he said, made out a prima facie 
ease of insanity. It was apparent 
that as midnight had been reached and 
the day of executions was already 
there, the trial on the question of in- 
sanity could not be completed, even if 
• jury was impanelled before the 
hour appointed for the hanging. 
It was due the criminal jurisprudence 
of the state that this matter should

The law plainly laid down the fact 
that the court might prolong the time 
in a case of this kind. And it should 
not be said that a court was left pow- 
erless to act simply because the hour 
of execution had almost arrived. He 
would therefore grant a stay for two 
weeks, or until April 8, in which period 
the sanity of the prisoner would be 
carefully tried by a Jury. 

Previous to the court's rendering Its 
decision. Rev. Father Dore, who has 
ministered to the condemned man since 
his conviction, waa put on the stand, 
and testified his conviction that Pren- 
dergast was insane, and that his ment- 
al condition was daily deteriorating. 
Ex- Assistant State's Attorney W. S. 
Elliott, who was in the room, was 
appealed to by the condemned man's 
attorney to make an address, and 
responded In a vigorous argument, in 
which he likened the proceedings to a 
midnight orgle on the eve of Good Fri- 
day, and compared the surroundings 
to the mob and rabble that hastened 
the crucifixion of the Saviour. When 
the judge announced his decision a 
demoniacal grin took possession of 
Prendergast's countenance, and he 
turned from one face to another with a 
leer of satisfaction. He waa quickly 
ushered out of the courtroom and re- 
turned to jail.

four ox tneir appropriation bills. 
The record was the best, in point 
of time. that has been made 
for years. Only one amendment 
which did not originate with them, 
was incorporated by the house This 
was the amendment appropriating- 100,- 
000 for repairs at the New York post 
office. The reductions mode in this 
bill, as compared with the bill of last 
session, were 10,191,000. The reduc- 
tions made in the pension bill were 
115,000,000, as compared with last 
year's bill. These reductions, it Is 
claimed, are not inimical to the pen- 
sioners of the country, but arise from 
the fact that the business of 
the office requires a smaller appro- 
priation for the next year thun that 
for the current year. On the disti ' 
of Columbia bill a snving of HM,TM 
was made, while the appropriation 
carried in the fortifications bill wai 
about equal to that of the current year. 
The aggregate reduction in the four 
bills were something in excess of 
134.000,000, and the quartet were put 
through the house in about half the 
length of time that has heretofore 
governed their passage.
